B. The Nembershipſ Corporation: This is the most widely used form of a church corpotation; also referred to in 
Some States as a Voluntary Corporation, In this instance the corporation 1s governed by & board of directors which 
derives its authority from and Is elected by the nembers of the church, The board of directors nust follow the 
bylaws Set down by the elders which obtained the original non-profit religious status for the corporation. In this 
case all property is held in the nane of the corporation and is nanaged by the board of directors, 

[t 1s inportant to realize that with a non-profit corporation Such 35 4 church, all property purchased with 
church money is owned by 5aid church, not any of the individuals involved. if for some reason the church or 
corporation Should dissoIve all of the property owned by the church nust be awarded to another church or non-profit. 
organization, The [RS will ee to it that non of the 5spoil go to the vicars in this cage,

Unfortunately they are, too Free, and this is one of the major problems with gaining acceptance and recognition from 
Society. There are very Mw of us out there with our State and Federal non-profit corporation status. 

Ten years ago It was fairly uncomplicated for non-Christian groups to attain their legal standing, However, 
With the likes of Jin Jones cults, a rise in Satanisn and the greedy Fundanentalists the IRS is a lot more choosy 
now, 50 there is now a need for those of us with this precious standing fo help those out who need and wish legal 
recognition of their own, 

This is why Our Lady of Enchantment will now be extending a helping hand in the form of Church Charters to 
other reputable religious organizations, The purpose is tyo fold; to 5ee more legally recognized alternative 
religihus qroups become established, and to insure our nore than 6,000 students around the world places to go for

NOTES ON RITUAL (2389) 


Ritual Magic generally stands within a 
Specific tradition, 2.9. Quabalistic, 
Egyptian, Celtic, etc. (for these and others 


see Delores Ashcroft-Norwicki's "First Steps, 


in Ritual"”.) Some general principles apply to 
all.: 

Fundamental 1s the concept of the 
Temple. Sacred space must already exist or be 
created, a "temenos" for the performance of 
the operation. The physical and spiritual 
worlds will interlock as symbolized by the 
Hexagram. Different rules apply in sanctif1ied 
Space, So apparant miracles may be worked, 
for the usval limitations are swept aside. 
Some magicians are hung up on a "permant 
physical Temple'" but this 1s absolutely 
unnecessary, merely reinforcing the 1llusion 
of Security, which a true Shaman must 
abandon. As Heracleitus said, "Panta rhe" - 
everything changes or flows. 

This sanctification must be reinforced 
1n the minds of the participants - the more 
preparation involved the better. A group can 
allot roles and have rehersals, Jjust like a 
drama club. Fasting, bathing, robing etc. can 
help. The ritual itself should have many 
Stages, and written scripts will probably be 
necessary, although some can be 1improvised. 

Plan the intention carefully, and con- 
Sider how 1t may best be realised. Make 1t as 
precise as possible. - spirits are fallible 
too! Relate 1it to the apppropriate Sephirah 
or Sephiroth or: the Tree, invoke only these 
in the ritual. You will be a channel for 
these forces, so purify yourself and attune 
your mind with your fellow magicians. Dion 
Fortune talked of "natural ]l ines of 
cleavage", meaning not the breasts of 1s1s, 
but the "fault lines" between different 
people, different organizations and places - 
you can use these to distance yourself from 
problems but don't take them with you into 
the Magic Circle. 


Check all of your physical props and 
ensure they are all present and ready for 
use. Candles, incense (with extra supplies), 
CUP, wine, rod or wand, sword and any 
additional props must be in place and 
everybody must know their script. Then Secure 
the outer approaches and let all enter, 
sI1ngly, pay their respects to the altar and 
pass the guardian to take their places. | 

Next the temple must be -ebened and the 
channels tuned in. Intense concentration by 
all 1s essential or this may not work on the 
psychic level and just feel "mechanical". 
Invocat lions are not always answered lightly. 
Further Sanctification may NOW be 
appropriate, followed by the statement of 
intention: - the casting of the spell. This 1s 
the corux of the operation, the climax, 
followed by a careful detumescense. It may be 
wise to offer a sacrifice in exchange, if 80 
1t must be carried out. 

Banishing 1n reverse order: to the 
1nvocations will be followed by closing of 
the temple. Somewhere here you can write down 
a Summary in the Magical Record and pour 
libations to Bacchus, in ome way 
emphas1is1ing the shared nature of the ritual 
experlence. The guardian will check for 
lingering forces and expell them 1f 
d1scovered - this is extremely important. 

A full scale ritual like this cannot be 
done "just like that”. This 1s why Magical 
Training Orders put their pupils through 
visualization and concentration excersisesg, 
\/1ibration OD chanting training, . bas ic 
teaching on the forces to be invoked and 
standard ritual formats. Robes and weapons 
must be individually made and consecrated 
beforehand. The candidate must be worthy of 
aomittance to the temple. Some people think 
rituals must 1nclude e.g. alcohol, sex, 
flagellation, prayers, dancing or mus1c. In 
my view none of these : are essential or 
necessarily desirable. It is up to you what 
to put in, but you can be |sure that what you 
get out of it will be dependant on the nature 


and the force of input. 


THE PURSUIT OF AN IDEAL

Susan Chaney #1680 


In New England, the year 1692 brought about an event that was unique in itself. - The 
Salem witch persecutions appeared, later. than their fellow injustices in England and in 
the mildest form. The American settlers were too preoccupied with providing for life's 
necessities to carry out elaborate witch hunts as was done in Europe. The cruelties also 
lacked the refinements which were so highly developed on the old continent. The thing that 
makes this witch trial the most interesting in the history of witch trials 1s the truly 
astounding and unigue Sitcation of the recantation and public repentance made by the judge 
and the jury 1in Massachusetts. 

The witch persecutions in Europe became &so elaborate that there were books printed on 
how to recognize witches and sorcerers within the community. There were trained witch- 
finders who traveled the countryside finding, torturing, and putting to death the witches 
they supposedly found. The most popular way of finding witches guilty was to stick pins 
into their bodies; if they did not bleed they were guilty. The distinctions between heresy 
and witchcraft, religious rebellion, forgein beliefs, and science and magic was never made 
by the prejudiced judges. Anything that was uncatholic was combated and, usually 
destroyed. They were in pursuit of an ideal to the point of murdering innocent people. The 
sad part 1s that the inquisitlions ideal had no foundations other than mass hysteria. 

The Salem witch trials never reached this enormous scale. The methods of torture were 
not as grotesque as those in the old continent. The total number of witches executed 1s 
1nconsldgrable and the executions lacked the pomp that was displayed particularly in the 
Southern countries of Europe. The Salem witches were hanged, according to the former 
practice of the country, not burned as 1s generally belleved. The fact that the judges 
and jury made a public recantation of the event proves that their eyes were finally 
opening. People are different and most have different beliefs and no one person or group 
of persons has the right to condemn someone for being different. | 

To have been in that square of Salem in 1692 and heard that document read 1s what 
would have been the most interesting time for me. This was the very same Square where the 
witches were executed for being different. To have spoken with Thomas Fisk, Thomas Pearly, 
or William Fisk and to have understood the guilt they musft. have felt upon realizing the 
wrong they had performed would be astonishing. The following statements appear 1 | 
document : 

'We confess that we ourselves were not capable to understand, nor able to withstand, 
the mySterious delusions of the powers of darkness... On further consideration and better 
information, we Jjustly fear that we have been instrumental, with others, though 


1gnorantly and unwittingly, to bring upon ourselves and these people of the Lord, the 


guilt of innocent blood..." 

Their ideal had little purpose when they realized the lives that were wasted. Their 
repentance and recantation came at a time when they proved to be singularly effective 
arguments in the hands of the opponants of the witch-dogma in England. For this reason, 


the declairation is not only a great document of American History but a document that 


promotes the good of all.

However, 
others find it to confining, lacking in 
balance and individual expression.

Like beauty, religious relevance 1s in the 
eye of the beholder. No matter how 
hard any of us try to convert the next 
guy, ultimately he will believe what fits 
his need whether he speaks his mind or 
not. | 


The important factor to be considered 
when 8eeking a charter obviously 1s the 
parent organization. Not only will they 
be speakinpg, indirectly, for you, but 
dictating the majority of legal moves 
necessary to keep things operating cor- 
rectly. On the other hand, the group 
wishing a charter must als become 


aware of their responsibilities. This is 
especially true when 1t comes to -reli- 
pious as80ciations. What the group does; 


how they pregent themselves and their 


actions all reflect back upon the Mother 
Church and all other affilated congrep- 
ations. 


There is nothing wrong with belonging 
to, or being part of, a larger organiz- 
ation as long as there is a certain 
amount of continuity and common 
direction among the collective leaders. 
In fact the majority of the time larger 
groups function and produce more than 
their smaller constituents. The 8upport 
factor alone becomes a predominate 
motivation for most. Then there is 
theelement of influence to consider. 
Large organizations will always exert 
more leverage when it comes to aut- 
hority than the indrvidual does. This of 
course 18 what should be considered by 
s8mall, independent religious orders.. Do 
they with to be heard and considered 
when it comes to important i8s8ues? Do 
they want to make a difference or just 
remain inconspicuous? 


Of course when all 1s 8aid and done 
what any group does or accomplishes 
depends upon the combined energy of 
the individuals involved. There should 
always be room for each person to, in 
gOme way, exprege their feelings and 
ideas. These will not always be acted 
upon, but should be taken into cons!- 
deration by those in key positions. This 
is one of the reasons we, here at Our 
Lady Of Enchantment, have an Outer 
Court. To listen to; take into consider- 
ation and work with other opinions than 
just our own. From doing this we gain 
insipght; expand our horizons and 
progress. When we, as a whole, realize a 
new potential each member of the 
group benefits. 


There are other non-profit, religious 
a8sOciations who have the ability to 
charter besides ourselves. If you have a 
circle of friends, who meet on a regular 
basis and feel you would like to either 
expand your pgroup or contribute on a 
larger 8cale, you should consider a 


charter. For those of alternative faiths 
this is about the only way you really 
have of petting involved and making a 
difference in the 8cheme of things. 


This is one of the key themes of the 
New Ape, group consciousness. Raising 
the level of awareness; lifting ourseives 
above individual need for the pood of 
the whole. The time has come” for 
minority religions to pet together and 
work for a common poal; acceptance 
and equal rights. Common sense and 
history 8hould tell us that "United WE 
Stand, Divided WE Fall.” Though we 
may not fall we surely will never realize 
our full potential without unification.

This ritual is for the blessing of the Corn Baba which is 
a repregentation of the harvest and what we wish to 
come about during the enSUING winter months, 


The Corn Baba should be made of corn husks and all 
natural materials. Size should be determined according 
to use and placement

You will 
want to use orange candles and place your Corn Baba 
In the center of the altar along with signs of the season.

TAROT AND THE QUABALAH 
THE QUABALAH 


The word Quabalah means a tradition or that which 1s received. It also refers to a very specific 
System of metaphys1cs But 1n the old times the Quabalah had a more general meaning, that of 


"Ihe Law". 


There are two different types or separate schools of the Quabalah; that of Judaism and that 
which 1s a product of the Itahan Renaissance, known as Hermetic Quabalah. 


Mosaic law forbids the showing of any human figures, this included paintings or any other type 
of Symbolic represenlalion. This 1s why their systems 1nvolved or were created around 
geometric symbols Here 1s where we find the first and most major difference between the two 
Systems. The Judaic system 1s totally made up of geometric and mathematical symbols, while 
lhe Hermel1c system 1nvolves pictorial figures and symbols. 


There are of course many more differences, such as the way that the Divine names are applied, 
but here we find reason for historical study and development rather than interpretation of the 


actual System 1tself. 


One of the most, 11 not the most, 1mportant works concerning the Quabalah was "The Book of 


Format1on”, known as the "Sepher Yetzirah”. Here we find the very essence of the Quabalah 1n 
but $1x brief chapters daling from Somewhere between the third and $1xth centuries A.D. Ihis 
work describes the creation of the Universe 1n terms of letters of the Hebrew alphabet and 1n 
terms of $ymbolic numbers related to neo-Pythagoreanism. 


The "Sepher Yetzirah” set the stages So to speak for the forthcoming work *"Zohar” by Moses 
DeLeon. Here we find a series of commentar1es on the Bible and Myslical Cosmology. 


QUABALAH AND THE TAROT: 


The Quabalah traditionally is a system that divides the universe into Specific categories, 
allowing for established correspondences between spintual concepts and actual material 
manifestation of incurred events within the cycle of all cults and religions Ihs 1s Seen on an 


1ndividual level as well as within a collective consclous level of development. 


Here we find that the Tarot will also give the same specific corTeSpondences whue making 
Statements 1n a Symbolic form as to the events incurred. | 


We find that both the Tarot and the Quabalah try to enlighten to the fact that we see there 1s 
order 1n the universe and there 1s no such thing as an accident. At this point 1t would be a good 
'1dea to review the *Kaballion” which teaches or explains the Hermetzc Principles which 1n 
esSence tell us of the structure of the universe and the guiding principles behind 1t.
